His Majesty procceds from this‘port to 
Bangkok, ind thence to_India and Coylon, 
and so on, back to his own Kingdom by 
way. of France, England and America, He 
carries with him from all who have had tho 
pleasure of meeting him here publicly or 
privately, the heartiest good wishes for 
himself, his Queen and his country. Col. 
Judd, the King’s Chamberlain, and His 
Excellency, W. N. Armstrong, Commis- 
sioner of Emigration, have made themselves 
highly popular and well liked during their 
stay in our midst, and the. farewell” and” 
hearty good wishes tendored them to-day 
by their many friends were profuse and 
hearty. ‘The whole party will reach home 
with a largely-extended knowledge and ex- 
perience of the world’s affairs, which we 
have no doubt will be fully utilised for the 
country’s good. . 


The arrangements for the embarkation of 
the King, and the appropriate and graceful 
honours paid to His Majesty on his depar- 
ture were carried out with much smoothness 
and success ; and the very large attendance 
of tho general public which gathered on the 
occizion, even allowing something for the

tion ‘of the British Constitution, and The 
Revolutionary Epic. After. visiting Italy, 

Greece, ‘Turkey, and Syria, he returned to 
England, to find the country involved in 
the Reform Bill agitation. His sympathies 
appear now to have inclined. to Radicalism 
in politics ; and-having obtained recommen- 
dations from Mr Humo and Mr O'Connell, 
he presented himself in 1832 tothe electors 
of Wycombe, but was dofeated. At the 
general election in 1835, he mot with no 
better success, In April in the same year, 
ho contested Taunton on Conservative prin- 
ciples, buf again without success. In 1837, 
his desire for a political career being un- 
abated,-he contested Maidstone in the 
Conservative interest along with Mr Wynd- 
ham Lewis. He was elected, and at the 
age of 32 took his aeat in the House of 
Commons. His maiden speech, which was 
in. a high-flown style, and delivered with 
extravagant gestures, excited ‘the laughter 
of the House of- Commons. .He was so 
intich disconcerted, that he .stopped -short 
abruptly,—but—not --without- uttering—the- 
remarkable prophecy: “I shall sit down 
now, but the time will come when you ‘will 
hear me.’ In 1838, Mr W. Lewis died; 
and in the following year D. married ‘the 
widow of his late collenguo. He then care- 
fully studied the style of successful parlia- 
mentary orators, making few apeeches. It 
was not till 1849 that he began to: attract 
notice, and not long afterwards he gained 
the ear of the House as the leader of the 
Young England party. © After entering 
parliament, D, wrote several novels—Con- 
uigsby (1844), Sybil (1845), and Tanered
